Health Centre 
welcomes new 
Family Doctors 

The Bradford West Gwillimbury Family Health 
Centre, at 100 Holland Court, officially opened 
on June 23 - and there was reason to celebrate. 

The Centre has been successful in its 
recruitment, and has added a new Registered 
Nurse, Krista Imrie; Nurse Practitioner Jennifer 
Mador, and two family physicians to its roster - 
which means that the Centre is now able to take 
new patients 

The new physicians are Dr. Rhea Uy, who just 
completed her Family Medicine residency at 
Western University, and Dr. Pooja Handa, who 
completed her residency in the U.S. in 2011, and 
has been practising in Richmond Hill. 

The new doctors will be joining Dr. Susan 
Kuzmyk, Dr. Mabel Hsin and Dr. Andy Tsang - 
the three physicians who formed the core of the 
Family Health Centre, and its partnership with 
the Southlake Academic Family Health Team - 
providing a broad range of medical services to 
Bradford West Gwillimbury residents, through a 
Satellite of the Southlake FHT. 

It’s been a long process, noted Town Manager 
Jay Currier - from a “germ of a thought” 5 or 6 
years ago, to the opening of the Centre. With 
a rapidly growing population, and a shortage 
of family physicians and primary health care 
providers, the Town decided to apply for funding 
for a Family Health Team, and put together a 
strong application. 

When the application was initially turned 
down by the Ministry of Health, "we were 
really disappointed,” said Currier - but not 
discouraged. The municipality continued to work 
with the Ministry, which suggested it might be 
possible to establish a Satellite of the existing 
Southlake FHT. 

It took a while to work through the details. 

It also took the support of Council, which

Madi wins her battle 



For 12 year old Madi Vanstone, the 
past year has been a roller coaster ride 
- a series of ups and downs. 

Learning that the new drug Kalydeco 
could “cure” her type of Cystic fibrosis; 
struggling to raise die funds to pay 
for the drug - Vertex Pharmaceuticals 
dropped the price by 30% and private 
insurance covered 50% of the $350,000 
cost, but the family was still left with a 
bill for about $60,000 - and trying to 
persuade the provincial government 
to pay for treatment. 

There was the shock of hearing that 
the Ontario Ministry of Health didn’t 
value her young 
life enough to 
provide coverage 
through OHIP, 
claiming the drug 

effective” - and 
there was the 
discovery that 
her school and 
her community 
valued her 
enough to take 
her part, and 
undertake 
a massive 
fundraising 
effort, to ensure 
she would be 
able to begin 
treatment with 
Kalydeco. Since starting treatment, 
Madi has seen a 110% improvement in 
her lung function. 

Madi and her family never stopped 
fighting to have the drug covered 
by the province. On March 3, Madi, 
accompanied by Grade 6,7 and 8 
students from Sir William Osier Public 
School, came to Queen’s Park to ask 
the government to change its mind. 
The students were hosted by Simcoe- 
Grey MPP Jim Wilson, who not only 
gave them a tour of Queen’s Park, but 
championed Madi’s cause. 

Whether it was pressure in the 


media, or just human decency, the 
Ministry relented. Shortly before the 
June 12 election, Madi was contacted 
by Health Minister Deb Matthews and 
told that negotiations were ongoing 
with Vertex, the manufacturer of 
Kalydeco, and that an agreement 
was expected shortly, to provide the 
drug to Madi and the 3 to 4% of Cystic 
fibrosis patients with the same gene 
mutation. 

Even so, the roller coaster ride 
wasn't quite over. There were 
miscommunications, conflicting 
information - and then on June 
20, came the 
announcement: OHIP 
will cover Kalydeco. 

On June 23, Madi and 
mom Beth Vanstone 
thanked classmates at 
Sir William Osier PS, 
“for being a friend to 
Madi, for that fabulous 
fundraiser in the 
Beeton park, writing 
your terrific letters of 
support, coming down 
to Queen’s Park... 
Everything you did.” 
The success of the 
campaign showed 
“your voices do 
matter,” Beth said. 

"You can make a 
difference. You can 
stand up and make change happen.” 

It’s a valuable life lesson, she said, 
teary-eyed. "If the first answer is "no” 
and it’s something that is important to 
you - don’t take the first “no”!” 

MPP Wilson had been expected to 
attend, but the recall of the Legislature 
required his presence at Queen’s Park. 
He sent a memento for each student: 
a photo of the group on the steps of 
the Legislature, when Madi and her 
classmates carried their message to 
the province. 

"We did it," said Beth. “They did it."

Cleaning up after the storm

on June 17 swept through the area. One of the boat shelters was completely 
ripped apart - the roof flung hundreds of metres away - trapping several boats 
inside, and damaging others. Dozens of trees were knocked down. 



The Town of Bradford West 
GwUlimbury’s Public Works crews 
have been busy cleaning up, after the 
June 17 storm brought down trees and 
tree limbs across Town. There were 
numerous reports of funnel clouds 
spotted over Bradford, although none 
apparently touched down - unlike 
Angus, where an F2 tornado damaged 
over 100 homes. 

Clean-up could take at least another 
week. Public Works also plans to pick 
up the bags of yard waste that have 
been sitting out at curbside, after 
missing the final County of Simcoe 
spring collection date. 

The final yard waste collection 
was May 26 - but only in the north 
half of the County. The south half, 
including Innisfil and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, had their last pick-up 
the week of May 19. 

Some residents misread the waste 
management calendar; others knew 
the collection date had passed but 
hoped the Town would pick up 
anyway, to keep the municipality 


The Town will, this time - but 
in future plans to look at ways of 
partnering with the County, to better 
communicate with residents and 
ensure compliance with the collection 
schedule. 

There is a need to “ramp up the 
dialogue with residents,” said Director 
of Engineering Arup Mukherjee - and 
starting next spring, better promote 
the dates of collection. Now that the 
Town has taken over billing for water 
and wastewater, residents can expect 
to see reminders in their utility bills. 

The strategy may also involve 
encouraging property owners to look 
at alternatives, induing backyard 
composting of yard waste during the 
summer months. 

The next scheduled curbside 
collection is in October, when there 
will be 5 biweekly collection dates. 

Residents are reminded not to set 
out any yard waste bags during the 
summer months. Yard waste may be 
disposed of at no charge, at the West 
Gwillimbury Transfer Station, 2960 
Line 12 BWG.

Northern Waters Presbytery 
Conference calls for reform 


Northern Waters Presbytery in 
Toronto Conference, The United 
Church of Canada, has stepped out 
of familiar territory to take on what it 
sees as a growing problem in Canada: 
the loss of public confidence in 
Parliament. 

The Presbytery, inspired by a series 
of articles in the Globe and Mail, 
identified a number of concerns: 

. Backbenchers have less and less 
ability to affect change. 

. Omnibus bills are too large to be 
considered properly. 

. The process of proroguing causes 
important Bills in process to be 
dropped. 

. Partisan attack ads are disturbing; 
this practice only lowers everyone's 
opinion of politicians. 

. Ethical and intelbgent people will not 
want to become an MP. 

The Presbytery’s Call to Action is 
encouraging individuals to consider 
prayerfully die actions he/she might 
be able to take to restore public 
confidence in Parliament. These 
actions might include contacting their 
Members of Parliament, or writing 


letters to the editor, to recommend 
implementing the following: 

. Restrict by legislation the practice 
of party electioneering outside of 
election campaigns. 

. Abolish attack ads completely, even 
during elections. 

. Abolish omnibus bills. 

. Restrict the use of confidence votes 
and increase the number of free votes 
in Parliament. 

. Restore the per vote subsidy for 
political parties. 

. Protect bills in process from 
being dropped when Parliament 
is prorogued, unless an election is 
called. 

. Initiate a national commission to 
determine which specific forms of 


National Unity in Canada.

Showing respect for Heritage 


We’re not sure that the Heritage Act 
wasn’t written specifically with the new 
owners of 108 Moore St. in mind. 

Delmark Homes has been buying 
up older homes on oversized lots, 
only to tear them down to build town 
homes, duplexes and triplexes, that 
do not necessarily fit the existing 
neighbourhood but do maximize profit. 

It makes no sense to equate their 
ownership of a property, with the 
ownership by a taxpaying resident - to 
speak of "respecting" their property 
rights is in effect to disrespect the rights 
of their neighbours. 

Being told that the home at 108 Moore 
St. was not on the Heritage registry 
before they purchased was never a 
guarantee that the property would not 
be listed. To argue that just because 
someone told them it was not protected 
means that it should be unprotected is 


equivalent to a homeowner objecting 
to the development of a subdivision 
behind his home, because someone 
once told him it was a County forest. 

That said, clearly not every older 
property merits the protection of the 
Heritage Act. 

Delmark demolished the old cottage 
on John St. West, once owned by St. 
John's Presbyterian Church. In that case, 
we have to applaud the company; the 
home was in poor shape, and an eyesore 
while the Townhomes being built will 
be an asset to the neighbourhood. 

The point is, the Town needs to step 
up and decide which properties should 
be protected for future generations, 
and which are candidates for infilling. 
And the decision should be based 
on heritage and history, not who has 
the deepest pockets or the strongest 
financial interest.

Elections Ontario responds 

Re: “BWG Leisure Centre, Cookstown" 

To the editor: The Notice of Registration 
Card (NRC) is sent to over 9.2 million voters, 
directing them to almost 27,000 polls at 
over 8,000 voting locations across Ontario. 
Information on the voters list is updated 
between elections by comparing Election 
Ontario’s information with federal and 
municipal partners that also conduct elections. 
Elections Ontario also receives information 
from the Government of Canada and its 
agencies, the Government of Ontario and its 
agencies, and municipalities in Ontario. 

It is possible that we were provided with 
incorrect information, which led to the error. 

In this non-fixed date election, Returning 
Officers around the province worked to secure 
over 8,000 voting locations in an extremely 
short space of time. If an error on the card is 
discovered, Elections Ontario works to correct 
it immediately. In this case, we published 
advertisements in the local media, including

The Bradford Times. We also used 
social media and directed voters 
to determine where they could 
vote by visiting our website at www. 
wemakevotingeasy.ca or by calling 
our toll-free number, 1-888-668-8683. 

The card is part of communication 
and outreach to individual electors, 
to inform them of the information we 
have on the register for each of them 
at the moment an election is called. 
The card also contains information 
on voting locations, but is not needed 
to vote. As long as a voter has valid 
ID they can cast their ballot at any 
advance voting location, by Special 
Ballot, at a returning office, or on lune 
12 at a polling location. In 2014 there 
were 29 days for voters to cast their 
ballots. 

In terms of accessibility, all of the 
more than 8,000 voting locations 
Elections Ontario used for the 2014 
provincial election were required 
under law to pass a very thorough 
accessibility inspection that included 
a comprehensive accessibility review, 
discussions with onsite personnel, 
and diagramming the location and 
accessible route. 

As the agency charged with 
administering the provincial election, 
Elections Ontario strives to serve all 
electors in Ontario with a range of 
tools and processes for voting. We aim 
to remove barriers to voting and offer 
29 days and a variety of ways for voters 
to cast their ballots. 

We apologize if some voters were 
not entirely satisfied with their voting 
experience, and encourage the public 
to offer us feedback on how we can

FIREWORKS SAFETY 

Fireworks are a tradition on the Canada Day long weekend. They can 
provide family entertainment but must be used by adults carefully and 
safely. To insure the safety of both the audience and those lighting 
the fireworks, we recommend that you follow these fireworks safety 
measures during your fireworks display. 

• Handling and discharging of fireworks must only be done by adults. 
Appoint one person to be in charge, who knows about the hazards of 
fireworks and essential safety precautions. 

• Carefully read and follow the label directions on fireworks packaging. 

• Always keep a water hose or pail of water close by. 

• Discharge fireworks well away from combustible materials like 
buildings, trees and dry grass. 

• Light only one firework at a time, and never try to light a firework, or 
hold a lit firework, in your hand. 

• Never re-light “dud” fireworks. It is best to wait 30 minutes and then 
soak them in a bucket of water. 

• Never give sparklers to small children. While sparklers are 
considered to be harmless fun, they burn extremely hot and can 
ignite clothing, cause blindness and result in severe burns. As the 
sparkler wire remains hot for some minutes after burnout, it should 
be immediately soaked in water to avoid injury. 

• If someone gets burned, run cool water over the wound for three to 
five minutes and seek medical attention if necessary. 

The Bradford West Gwillimbury Fire Department suggests attending 
public fireworks displays hosted by a responsible organization. 
If you still choose to have a family fireworks or informal 
neighbourhood display, check with the Enforcement Division about 
regulations pertaining to the handling and discharging of fireworks 
for these activities. The Enforcement Division can be 
reached at (905) 775-5366.

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A need for Seniors’ Housing 


Elaine Love, President of the Danube 
Seniors Leisure Centre, came to BWG 
Council on June 17, to present a 
150-signature petition calling on the 
Town to provide more housing options 
for its Seniors. 

"I hear every day about the fact that 
there is a Seniors’ housing shortage,” 
said Love, noting that in the past 2 
years, the Centre has lost 20 members 
who, due to age or mobility issues, sold 
their homes in Bradford. “They had to 
move to Barrie, Newmarket, Alliston 
or some other place,” because housing 
geared to Seniors was unavailable here, 
Love said. 

She urged Councillors to consider 
the issue, and "make the 
Seniors in this Town a 
priority.” 

“I think everybody 
around this table knows 
that we do need a mix 
of housing," said Mayor 
Doug White, suggesting 
there is a need at this 
point to stop waiting for developers 
to step up, and to “get more involved 
with a plan to make it happen.” 

"I think the key word is affordable,” 
said Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. “This 
municipality needs something. 

It breaks my heart when I see so 
many residents move to Tollendal (a 
retirement community in Barrie).” 

The Seniors Housing Committee also 
presented a report at the meeting, 
suggesting possible next steps - trying, 
as Councillor Gary Lamb put it, 

“to lower barriers, to make it more 
attractive to invest in Bradford" and 
build the affordable housing that 
seniors want and need. 

"The problem is, this is a very 
expensive market,” Lamb said; 
a market that has been driving 
developers to build large, single family 
dwellings. Even retirement villages are 
pricey, designed for the “well elderly 
with bucks,” who have an annual 
income of $40,000. 

In the report, the Committee 
identified more than 30 sites that 
might be appropriate for seniors’ 
housing - but the problem has been 
that "every time we have an R4 (high 
density) zoning, we move the damn’ 
thing,” because the developer prefers 



to sell single or detached homes, 

Lamb said. "We need to make sure 
there’s places for people like me, who 
might want to one day sell our homes 
and downsize." He noted that the 
Town invests in infrastructure, pipes, 
roads, recreation, “but we’re not really 
investing much in taking care of the 
population.” 

Councillor Raj Sandhu agreed, citing 
“frustration and passion” about the 
issue of seniors’ housing. “We’re 
talking about preserving our heritage, 
our buildings,” yet little is done for 
Seniors. "To me, that’s our heritage 
too. It’s a serious issue and we need to 
address it.” 

"It doesn't fall 
on deaf ears that 
something has to be 
done,” said Councillor 
Carl Hordyk, 
suggesting that plans 
to create apartments 
in the downtown 
core could solve the 

“Why are we having such difficulty?” 
Councillor James Leduc asked. “Why 
can’t we force them (developers) 
to build some housing geared to 
seniors?” 

McKnight explained that the Town 
can permit or prohibit construction, 
“but at the end of the day, you can’t 
actually force someone to build” 

- and so far, no-one has stepped 
forward with plans to redevelop the 
downtown. “It’s one thing to permit 
something. It’s another to see it 
actually develop." 

"Developers are in it to make money, 
but this Council should be in the 
business of looking after its seniors,” 
said Councillor Del Crake. “It’s time 
we just took the gloves off.” 

Mayor White concluded, "We’ve 
been waiting patiently for the private 
developer to build (seniors’ housing).” 
Now, he said, it’s time to invest 
and step it up a notch - either by 
developing municipally-owned lands, 
or rezoning new areas on the edge 
of the urban area. "Clearly, this is a 
strategic priority that has not reaped 
results.”

committed to transforming the old Bradford 
Library into a modern health centre that 
would provide a home base for the satellite. 

Credit was given to Dennis Roughley, 
former Deputy Mayor, who took the lead 
on the project, contacting physicians in 
Bradford to determine their level of interest, 
and establishing ties with Southlake Regional 
Health Centre. Three doctors “bought into” 
the concept early in the process - Doctors 
Kuzmyk, Hsin and Tsang- and established a 
Family Health Organization that formed the 
basis for the Satellite centre. 

MP for York-Simcoe, Peter Van Loan 
congratulated the Town on their success, in 
improving access to health care for residents. 

Julia Munro, recently re-elected as MPP 


for the riding, added her congratulations 
and praise. “The dream was that the Library 
would morph into what we have today. It 
just shows how much of a vision can be 
transformed into a reality, when everyone 
works together.” 

Dr. Kuzmyk noted that all of the doctors in 
Bradford are committed to serving the local 
residents, and work long hours, “but we 
needed more.” With the help of Southlake, 
recruitment has been successful, and there 
are plans to fill a third physician opening, in 
the near future. 

“The building, the people, the commitment, 
the vision,” said Dr. Kuzmyk - all have come 
together to ensure excellence in health care 
for residents. 

“What a big, big day it is for our Town,” said 


Mayor Doug White, who thanked his Council 
colleagues for their support for the Family 
Health Centre. “We had a vision for this 
property, we stuck with it... This was a total 
team effort.” 

He credited both the 3 founding doctors 
and Dennis Roughley with the success of 
the endeavour. “Who's the big winner? The 
winner is the Town of BWG. We are providing 
opportunities and options to our residents 
that they didn’t have before.” 

A plaque was unveiled, recognizing 
Roughley’s contributions. Roughley, who 
still is a member of the Board of Directors 
at Southlake, noted, “One of our visions is 
to extend our hospital activities into our 
communities, to encourage and attract more 
General Practitioners to our communities.

Monitoring for Emerald Ash Borer 


Simcoe County - Earlier this year, 
the presence of Emerald Ash Borer 
was confirmed in Simcoe County, 
within the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury. 

In response, the County plans to 
monitor the spread of the invasive 
insect, by installing 60 traps in 
strategic locations throughout the 
region - including the cities of Barrie 
and Orillia. The highly visible, green, 
triangular sticky traps will be left in 
place from late May, to August 2014. 
Residents are asked to leave the traps 
untouched, and in place. 


Emerald Ash Borer is native to 
China, and is believed to have been 
introduced accidentally, in untreated 
wood. It is devastating the ash tree 
canopy throughout Southern Ontario, 
having a significant impact on both 
landowners and municipalities. 
Simcoe County residents are asked not 
to transport firewood or gardening 
materials, but to use locally-sourced 
materials only.

BWG Heritage Home Tour 



The homes on the 2014 Heritage Home Tour 
had one thing in common, besides the fact that 
they were all built in the 19th Century, and have 
survived more than 100 years, gracefiilly intact 
- and that is, the love and care that the owners 
have lavished on each of these historic buildings. 

Not that any of the six houses on the self- 
directed tour, 
organized by the 
BWG Local History 
Association, had the 
feel of a museum. 

Original hardwood 
floors, sash windows 
and trim were 
preserved, but every 
owner had made 
modifications and 
introduced upgrades, 
to meet their family’s 

Homes like the MacDonald-Milos House 
on Frederick St., a charming cottage built by 
Scottish Architect George MacDonald in 1882, 
combined the historic, and the modem. 

Don and Diane Milos have owned the house 
since 1976, and have renovated and restored the 
home to showcase their collection of antiques 
and memorabilia. They were also instrumental 
hi having the lane behind their home renamed, 
"MacDonald Lane.” 

MacDonald, who came to Bradford at the 
age of 27, is credited with building the old St. 
John’s Presbyterian Church, on Church St., now 
demolished. “George MacDonald has 
been forgotten,” said Don. “He wanted 
to be known for building the churches 
of Bradford, for free. He never charged a 

The Hamer-Cooper home on County 
Rd. 88 is also a harmonious blend of old 
and "new.” The original front half of the 
house, with its high ceilings and elegant 
staircase, was built circa 1855-1861. A 
later addition, built at the mm of the 
century, provided kitchen and bedroom 


space - all lovingly restored to create a cohesive 
whole that has a surprisingly modem feel, while 
preserving the original features. 

There were two stops in the hamlet of Newton 
Robinson - one at the Tec-We-Gwill Women’s 
Institute Hall, where refreshments were served, 
and the other, the Dickey-Philp House, built 
circa 1865 for John Dickey. 

The home is a spectacular 
example of “Flemish Bond” 
brickwork - at least, where it 
fronts Highway 27. A master 
bricklayer did the work, creating 
a checkerboard effect, with the 
soft local salmon and yellow 
bricks - but the brickwork on the 
sides was left to an apprentice. 

At each home, the owners or 

their representatives 
welcomed visitors, 
and shared their 
stories - and made 
it clear that Heritage 
is a continuum, 
bringing past and 
present together, to 
preserve history for 
future generations. 
The Tour was a 
fundraiser for the 
restoration of the 
Auld Kirk on the 6th 
Line, also one of the 
stops-and raised 
$1,940.

Playground fundraiser for W.H.Day hits Phase 1 goal 


W.H. Day Elementary’s School 
Council launched a unique 
project earlier this year: to build 
Bradford’s first barrier- 
free playground, that 
would also be open to the 
community at large. 

The school yard at W.H. 

Day merges with the 
open area that is part of 
a large hydro easement 
- an area popular with 
neighbourhood families, 
who walk in summer and 
toboggan in winter. 

Building a barrier-free 
playground, and an 
outdoor classroom, would 
offer greater options for all 
kids to play, whatever their 
ability. 

The School Council set a 
goal of $50,000, and began 
ftindraising - hoping to 
raise at least $35,000 by 
the end of the school year, 
to allow construction 
of “Phase I” including 
a wheelchair ramp, before school 
returns in September. 

It seemed an almost impossible 
target for a school of approximately 
490 students. 

Through in-school fundraisers, 
corporate donations and 



contributions from local businesses, 
a Donation Thermometer marked the 
ever-growing total. 

_ Spirit Day at the School 

raised $2,000, and the 
Council received a $2000 
donation from Robin Evans’ 
Charity Golf Tournament. 

A YukYuk’s Dinner & 
Comedy Night, held June 
14 at Holy Martyrs of Japan 
Church, raised about 
$7,700. 

And in Council on June 17, 
Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council members approved 
the recommendation of the 
BWG Accessibility Advisory 
Committee, to donate 
$5000 from the AAC’s 
budget to the campaign. 

Students from W.H. 

Day had appeared as a 
delegation before Council 
to explain the project, but 
did not ask for any money. 

It was the AAC who felt that 
a barrier-free, inclusive, 
handicapped-accessible play area was 
part of their mandate. 

Councillor Raj Sandhu supported the 
one-time donation. He also expressed 
a hope that the Simcoe County District 
School Board would provide some 
funding. "I hope the School Board 


steps up to the plate. They get a good 
amount of taxes from the parents,” he 
said. 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer agreed. 
“This does open up a can of worms, 
as far as the school board - why aren’t 
they stepping up? It’s unfortunate that 
they’re not picking up their end of 
community schooling.” 

Council was advised that the SCDSB 
no longer allocates funding for 
playground equipment; it is up to 
School Councils and parents to raise 
the funds. 

The Deputy Mayor warned of setting 
a precedent by providing Town 
funding - but Councillor Peter Dykie 
Jr. suggested it would be a "positive" 
precedent, and that a barrier-free 
playground would be setting "a good 
standard” in the community. 

Mayor Doug White also warned of 
setting precedent, suggesting that 
as a result, Council will be getting 
applications for funding from all 11 
Bradford schools - and criticising the 
SCDSB for not paying for outdoor play 

In the end. Council did approve 
the recommendation and the $5,000 
donation, bringing the fundraising 
total of $44,400 - and ensuring that 
Phase I will be constructed this 
summer.
